learned that President Roosevelt had 
a very narrow escape from death yes- 
terday.

-with him from the top of a bank into 
TCock creek, and but for the fact that 
ihe President threw 
himself to the 


side of the animal as it fell he would 
have been killed or terribly crushed.

After wading out of the creek, the 


President and his orderly caught the 
frightened 
horse, 
the 
executive 


mounted him again and rode him for 
an hour and'a half before returning 
to the White House.

The "World 
ins made special effort to get at the 
truth of the charge made by Taft that 
General Grant had been forced to re- 
sign his commission 
as captain in 


;he regular army in 1S34 on account 
of his drinking habit. 


In a dispatch from Washington the 


World's staff correspondent says: 


"Secretary of War 
Taft

spondent to see the original resigna- 
tion of Captain U. S. Grant. 


"Application had first been made at

office. There

found in Ha.mlin Garland's history of

look a* the original papers, but gave 
no reason. 


"There is not one word of evidence 


in the War Department files to sup- 
port Lhe charge- of Secretary Taft 
bTafGYant was a hard drinker "or .that 
he had been forced either to resign or 


face a court martial. This is testi- 


fied to by Jefferson Davis, then "sec- 
retary of war and af terward president 
of the Southern Confederacy. 
Capt. 


Grant's father wrote TO the secretary 
as soon as. he" heard o-f the resigna- 
tion .asking its cause. The secretary 
answered that no papers in the case 
disclosed any motive and that the de- 
partment had no knowledge of Capt. 
Grant's motive. 


''Secretary Taft gives Hamlin Gar- 


land's 'Life of Grant' as authority for 
his assertion that Grant had become 
suich a hard 
drinker that he was 


forced to resign. Garland gives that 
as one of the reports of the reason. 
He refers also to Grant's love for his 
wife and two little sons and his grief 
at being parted by half a continent 
from them. 


"In his memoirs Gea. Grant makes 


no mention,of the slleged alternative 
of resignation or court martial, but 
attributes his resignation to his in- 
ability to support his family on his 
pay as a captain." 


The World prints statements from 


a large number of leading Grand 
Army men from various cities in all 
parts of the country, some of whom 
were intimate with 
General Grant 


personally. 
With one accord' these 


men all condemn Secretary Taft's re- 


marks reflecting uipon the early life of 
Gen. U. S. Grant.

Russian 
journalists.

ci four S-eolumn pages. 
The adver- 


tising is neatly arranged but; many of 
the "ads'" are extremely amusing and 
look more like a bunch of type thrown 
together carelessly than real charac- 
ters representing words. 
One adver- 


tisement of a butcher Is symbolized 
by the head of a cow, while a milk 
depot is represented by a picture of 
the entire body of a cow. In one place 
a man has advertised a chaise for sale 
ar W\) rubles, its original' being given 
at 1,400 rubles, or nearly $1,400 
in 


American money. 


The news articles are interestingly 


arranged but convey about as much 
iilf-a to an American, of their import, 
as if they were written in Chinese, as 
the Russian 
alphabet is 
composed 


principally of Roman letters switched 
about in their position so as to be 
extremely confusing to the 
English 


reader, even though the reader may 
be wholly conversant with the Latin 
languages.

How to Treat Them at Home Whan 


They Are Soiled. 


Keeping white furs clean is like 


keeping linens looking fresh, for both 
need much attention and frequent 
cleansing, says the Washington Times. 


Of course if women can afford to 


have furriers do this work they need 
not be so particular about preventing 
their muffs, collarets or capes from 
getting soiled, but when 1he cleansing 
must be done at home too much care 
cannot be taken to keep them clean, 
for the process of cleaning ermine, 
coney, angora or :my of the white furs, 
real or imitation, is a long, tedious one 
that takes'much strength. 


To begin with, they must be put out 


on a line and well sunned and aired 
for a day or two; then they must be 
whipped gently, yet fifaly, with a rat- 
tan stick'until no dust Hies when they 
are pounded. When the loose dirt is 
out, the furs may again be hung on a 
line in the sunshine, while a bath of 
white sand and furrier's sawdust, mix- 
ed half and half, is heated in an oven. 
When hot, the pieces must be put into 
this cleanser and the sand and saw- 
dust rubbed well into the fur. 


The sand when hot loosens the 


grease and dirt from the fur, and the 
sawdust absorbs it. If after one such 
rubbing the fur does not look as clean 
as is desired, the process should be re- 
peatedL "When the dirt is out, the gar- 
ment or muff must again be pounded 
with a rattan stick to get out the sand 
and sawdust. Following this bearing, 
the fur should be placed in a pan filled 
with cornstarch or plaster of paris, 
which must be rubbed well into it. 


After either wliiteuer has been work- 


ed well into the pieces the furs must 
again be put out ot doors and whipped 
with a stick to get out the white dust, 
for if not shaken or beaten the piaster 
of paris or cornstarch will rub off on 
the clothing, which is unpleasant. 


With chinchilla little can be done to- 


ward cleansing except a gentle beating 
with a rattan stk-k. And this whip- 
ping must be lightly done, for the skin 
Is so fine and tears so easily that a 
person cannot be too careful in the 
beating, and the best plan is to have 
It cleaned by a furrier.

Pony coats 
may be successfully cleaned in the 
same way. 


With the heavy, long furs, such as 


Alaska sable, raccoon and opossum, 
the airing and pounding with a heavy 
rattan stick are essential, but the hot 
sawdust and sand are omitted for the 
use of a comb with short teeth, known 
as a furrier's comb. 


Sables, like chinchillas, must be care 


fully treated, and the safest plan is to 
send them to an expert when they new] 
cleaning.
